Market  Report 

by  Tim  LaPointe 


Although  it's  a  bit  early  to  make  year-end  predictions,  present 
market  trends  indicate  that  1979  will  be  another  heavily  active  numis¬ 
matic  year.  Trading  this  month  has  been  fast-paced.  At  the  F.U.N. 
Show,  held  January  4-7  in  Miami  Beach,  Florida,  several  exceptionally 
rare  and  valuable  coins  exchanged  hands.  An  1855  Gold  Dollar  (Type 
Two)  in  Gem  BU  condition,  which  catalogs  at  $1,900  in  UNC 
condition,  traded  at  approximately  $10,000.  Other  notable  items  traded 
at  the  show  include  an  1827  Quarter  Eagle  in  Gem  BU,  an  1855-0 
Double  Eagle  in  AU  (a  rarely  seen  date  that  often  commands  premium 
prices)  and  a  1909/8  St.  Gaudens  Double  Eagle  in  Superb  condition. 
New  England  was  pleased  to  sell  two  very  rare  California  Small 
Denomination  Gold  Pieces  at  the  show.  Both  coins  were  the  Half  Dollar 
Round  with  Eagle  Reverse  Variety.  Because  of  their  extreme  rarity,  we 
were  offered  record  prices  for  both  coins. 

On  the  over-all  market,  gold  has  risen  to  the  mid-$220’s  and  seems 
to  be  stable  for  the  time  being.  As  usual,  this  rise  has  led  to  an  increase 
in  the  price  of  bullion-related  gold  coins  such  as  Krugerrands,  Mexican 
Pesos  and  100  Coronas.  Rare  gold  coins  are  also  being  actively  sought 
—  as  illustrated  by  our  experiences  at  the  F.U.N.  Show. 


However,  silver  is  the  highlight  metal  of  this  month.  Silver  bullion 
has  once  again  broken  the  $6  per  ounce  mark.  This  is  probably 
attributable  to  the  drop  in  the  value  of  the  dollar  overseas  (which  was, 
in  turn,  brought  about  by  OPEC's  decision  to  raise  crude  oil  prices).  As 
a  result,  the  silver  dollar  market  is  at  an  all-time  high  —  especially 
Peace  Dollars.  Gem  silver  coins  of  all  types  are  becoming  extremely 
difficult  to  locate.  Most  dealers  report  that  keeping  any  choice  silver  in 
stock  has  been  hard  to  do  this  month.  However,  most  silver  dollars  are 
available  if  collectors  are  willing  to  pay  premium  prices.  And 
apparently,  some  collectors  are  doing  just  that.  A  Gem  P-L  1 901  -S 
Morgan  Dollar  was  recently  reported  sold  for  approximately  $3,000. 

The  only  difficulty  we  foresee  in  1979  is  in  finding  enough  Gem 
coins  to  purchase.  The  extremely  high  demand  for  Gems  has  pushed 
prices  well  above  established  wholesale  levels.  New  England  plans  to 
redouble  its  efforts  to  keep  Gems  in  stock.

Why  would  anyone  call  the  Flying  Eagle  Cent  controversial?  I  read  a 
news  story  a  few  months  back  about  a  local  coin  collector  here  and  he 
referred  to  a  coin  he  had  as  “the  controversial  Flying  Eagle  Cent.” 
Please  give  me  some  specifics  —  L.C.,  Springfield,  MA 


I  can  remember  reading  somewhere  that  the  Panama-Pacific  Quarter 
Eagle  Commemorative  was  designed  by  a  woman.  But  a  friend  of  mine 
showed  me  a  reference  where  it  said  that  Charles  Barber  designed  it. 
Please  check  on  this  and  give  me  the  correct  information.  —  T.W., 
Cleveland,  OH 

The  woman  designer  you  read  about  in  connection  with  the  1915-S 
Panama-Pacific  Gold  Commemorative  was  probably  Evelyn  Beatrice 
Longman.  Originally,  Miss  Longman  was  designated  as  the  coin’s 
designer.  However,  she  became  seriously  ill  before  she  could  complete 
her  work.  The  task  of  designing  the  1915-S  thus  fell  into  the  hands  of 
Charles  E.  Barber  (who  was,  at  the  time,  Chief  Engraver  of  the  United 
States  Mint). 


At  the  time  it  was  issued,  virtually  everything  about  the  Flying  Eagle 
Cent  became  controversial.  Some  critics  were  alarmed  that  the  cent’s 
diameter  had  been  reduced  from  27.5  millimeters  to  19.  This,  they 
feared,  would  make  the  cent  easily  swallowed  by  infants.  Others 
criticized  James  B.  Longacre’s  design,  claiming  that  the  eagle  on  the 
coin’s  obverse  resembled  “a  table  napkin,  or  a  pen  wiper  got  up  for  sale 
at  a  fancy  fair.”  In  fact,  the  Albany  Journal  went  so  far  as  to  attack  the 
coin’s  color,  claiming  it  looked  like  “copper  counterfeiting  pinchbeck 
(a  yellow  alloy  used  in  cheap,  imitation  gold  jewelry)  and  blushing  at 
being  caught  in  the  cheat.” 

Today,  the  formerly  controversial  size  of  the  Flying  Eagle  Cent  is 
controversial  no  longer.  Modern  Lincoln  Cents  are  also  19  millimeters 
in  diameter.  Nor  did  the  coin’s  “table  napkin”  design  hurt  Longacre’s 
career.  Longacre  went  on  to  design  the  Indian  Head  Cent,  Two  Cent 
Piece,  Three  Cent  Nickel,  Shield  Nickel  and  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle 
(to  name  only  a  few).  In  fact,  many  collectors  admire  the  unique 
composition  of  Longacre’s  Flying  Eagle  engraving. 


One  of  the  reasons  I’m  writing  is  that  [one  of  your  competitor’s] 
grading  is  awful.  I  bought  an  UNC-60  1859-C  Gold  Dollar  from  [this 
competitor]  and  it  wasn’t  UNC-60  at  all.  The  UNC-60  coins  I’ve  bought 
from  you  are  much  better.  I  can’t  understand  the  discrepancies 
between  dealers’  grades.  —  D.B.,  New  York,  NY 

The  professional  numismatic  community  would  love  to  do  away  with 
grading  discrepancies  between  dealers.  In  fact,  this  is  why  New 
England  proposed  altering  its  grading  terminology  last  month.  We  feel 
that  standardizing  the  language  of  grading  is  an  important  first  step  in 
standardizing  the  actual  grading  process.  And,  if  more  numismatic 
firms  convert  to  ANA  terminology,  we're  sure  that  the  degree  of 
grading  discrepancies  between  dealers  will  rapidly  diminish. 

However,  we  don’t  foresee  grading  standards  ever  becoming 
completely  uniform  throughout  the  industry.  Rare  coin  dealers  are, 
after  all,  human  —  and  because  humans  inevitably  differ  in  their  experi¬ 
ence,  opinions  and  expertise,  dealer  grading  standards  will  probably 
always  vary  to  some  extent. 

This  is  why  we  ask  that  you  don’t  judge  our  competition  too 
harshly  —  especially  where  an  1859-C  Gold  Dollar  is  concerned.  The 
1859-C  (along  with  its  “cousin,”  the  1857-C),  is  notorious  for  being 
poorly  struck.  Apparently,  this  date  was  minted  with  extremely  bad 
planchets.  Even  the  best  1859-C’s  appear  worn  and  uneven.  This  is  why 
many  numismatists  grade  1859-C’s  primarily  according  to  the  degree 
of  their  lustre  and  quality  of  their  surfaces.  A  weak  strike  on  an  1859-C 
is  considered  a  “given.”  Therefore,  using  an  1859-C  as  a  “grading  test” 
may  be  an  unfair  way  of  judging  a  dealer’s  expertise  —  especially  if 
you’re  comparing  your  UNC-60  1859-C  to  an  UNC-60  of  another  date  or 
type  where  strike  is  an  important  grading  factor. 


Barber’s  design  for  the  1915-S  is  particularly  interesting  due  to  the 
designer's  extensive  use  of  symbolism.  .As  you  know,  the  Panama- 
Pacific  Commemoratives  were  struck  in  honor 
of  the  Panama  Canal’s  opening.  Barber  decided 
to  commemorate  this  event  through  the  use  of 
mythological  characters  and  symbols.  This  is 
why  his  coin’s  obverse  depicts  Columbia  riding 
a  “hippocampus”  (a  mythological  beast  with  the 
head  of  a  horse  and  tail  of  a  fish).  Columbia  and 
the  hippocampus  represent  commerce  making 
its  way  down  the  canal.  The  “caduceus”  Colum¬ 
bia  holds  (a  familiar  symbol  of  medicine)  rep¬ 
resents  the  constant  battle  against  yellow  fever  that  was  fought  in 
order  to  keep  the  canal  workers  alive  during  the  waterway’s  construction. 


I  saw  a  Colonial  in  your  last  catalog  marked:  “Washington,  Liberty  & 
Security  Vi  D.  Asylum  Edge.”  Could  you  tell  me  its  date?  You  left  that 
out.  What’s  an  “Asylum  Edge?”  —  H.H.,  Rochester,  NY 

The  Washington  Colonial  you’re  referring  to  is  undated  (which  is  why 
there  is  no  date  for  the  coin  listed  in  Inventory  Selections).  However, 
numismatic  historians  estimate  its  issue  date  as  1795.  The  “Asylum 
Edge”  refers  to  the  motto,  “An  Asylum  for  the  Oppressed  of  All 
Nations”  which  is  stamped  on  the  coin’s  edge. 


An  acquaintance  of  mine  just  offered  me  an  1878-P  Morgan  Silver 
Dollar  which  he  says  is  uncirculated,  but  the  coin  looks  worn  to  me.  He 
said  it  was  just  struck  from  “overpolished”  dies.  Have  you  ever  heard 
of  this?  —  J.B.,  Wyoming,  Rl 

Yes,  we  have.  During  the  minting  process,  dies  are  sometimes 
“basined”  (i.e.  their  fields  are  polished).  The  purpose  of  basining  is  to 
repair  any  clash  marks,  cracks  or  breaks  that  result  from  repeated  use 
of  the  die.  However,  too  much  basining  will  not  only  remove  the  die’s 
imperfections  but  parts  of  the  die’s  design  as  well.  Dies  with 
noticeable  parts  of  their  design  missing  through  too  much  basining  are 
called  “overpolished  dies.”  Although  coins  made  from  these  dies  look 
worn,  it  is  the  dies  themselves  which  have  really  experienced  wear. 

Overpolished  dies  in  the  Morgan  series  were  most  common 
during  1878,  so  your  friend’s  assessment  of  the  coin's  appearance  is 
probably  accurate  (although  we’d  have  to  see  the  coin  to  be  sure). 
Common  effects  of  overpolishing  in  Morgans  include  leaves  that  seem 
disconnected  from  the  wreath  on  the  coin’s  reverse,  missing  leaves 
and  narrow  leaves.  More  extreme  overpolishing  sometimes  resulted  in 
missing  portions  of  the  eagle’s  wings  on  the  coin's  reverse,  and 
missing  portions  of  Liberty’s  neck,  nose  and/or  hair  on  the  obverse.

Grading  Survey  Results 


Last  month,  Inventory  Selections  took  a  survey  of  its  readers  to 
determine  whether  New  England  should  adopt  ANA  grading  termin¬ 
ology.  The  results  of  that  survey  are  now  in.  A  full  94%  of  the  readers 
responding  were  in  favor  of  New  England  adopting  ANA  terminology. 
And  many  of  those  readers  expressed  the  hope  that  other  rare  coin 
dealers  will  soon  follow  suit.  In  the  words  of  one  New  England 
collector,  “By  all  means,  let’s  all  speak  the  same  language.” 

Right  now,  New  England’s  staff  is  busily  making  preparations  for 
the  changeover.  Our  computers  are  being  reprogrammed.  Our  coin 
flips  are  being  re-labeled.  If  all  goes  as  planned,  ANA  grading  terminol¬ 
ogy  will  be  used  in  our  next  issue  of  Inventory  Selections. 

Some  of  our  readers’  comments  during  the  survey  were  quite 
interesting.  For  example,  one  reader  pointed  out  a  benefit  of  the  ANA 
system  that  we  hadn’t  considered.  He  wrote  that  if  all  dealers  were  to 
adopt  ANA  terms,  collectors  would  have  greater  influence  on  industry 
grading.  If  collectors  found  that  certain  grades  were  unnecessary,  or 
that  more  grades  were  needed,  they  could  express  those  opinions 
directly  to  the  ANA.  The  ANA,  in  responding  to  those  opinions,  could 
then  change  its  system  and,  in  the  process,  change  the  system  of 
every  dealer  in  the  country.  In  other  words,  the  ANA  would  soon 
become  a  convenient  “clearing  house”  for  collector  complaints  and 
suggestions  about  industry  grading. 


A  few  readers  expressed  their  concern  that  if  New  England 
changes  its  terminology,  its  grading  standards  may  suffer.  Others  were 
concerned  that  our  verbal  descriptions  of  coins  might  be  forgotten. 
We’d  like  to  put  those  concerns  to  rest.  As  we  mentioned  last  month, 
our  standards  for  grading  will  not  be  affected  by  this  changeover.  New 
England  takes  extreme  pride  in  having  the  most  conservative  grading 
standards  to  be  found  in  the  industry.  We  have  no  intention  of  easing 
those  standards.  Nor  do  we  intend  to  eliminate  our  verbal  descriptions 
of  particularly  choice  or  interesting  coins.  This  is  a  changeover  in 
terminology  only. 

Finally,  some  readers  wondered  why  New  England  felt  that  grades 
of  53,  58,  63  and  67  were  necessary.  The  answer  has  to  do  with  the 
trade-off  between  simplifying  our  terminology  and  over  simplifying  it. 
Without  these  grades,  we  feel  that  our  grading  would  lose  some  of  its 
accuracy.  If,  in  using  the  ANA  system,  we  find  that  these  grades  aren’t 
justified,  we’ll  eliminate  them.  At  this  point,  however,  our  best 
judgement  and  experience  tells  us  that  foregoing  them  would  do  a 
disservice  to  our  customers. 

New  England  would  like  to  thank  all  of  our  customers  who  took 
the  time  to  complete  our  survey  card.  Once  we  begin  using  the  new 
terminology,  we  invite  you  to  keep  us  posted  on  how  you  feel  it’s 
working  out.
